NEW HEADS FOR OLD. 


_ AMAZING EXPERIMENTS, 
GRAVTING INSECTS’ NECKB. 

Bsperiments of un extracrdinary | 
charucter have been curried out | 
zoologists at the ¥ienna Academy 
of Sciences. 

_It is claimed thot the heads of 
iving insects have been successfully 
changed ; that the inseets have sur- 

vived thia draetic operation, and 
that -amazing results hava been’ 
obsorved in the insects so treated. 

The operation, according to the 

ublished acgounts, was simplicity 
itself. The two heada of the stlect- 
ed insects were cut off with ono 
snip of w sharp knife. The heads 
were forthwith stuck upon their 
uew bodies. 

a8o sutures Were sade, the heads 
ulhering immediately, being glued 
by the exuded fluid. Not only did 
tho insects live, but they exhibited 
radical changes o8 the result of the 
new heads. 

This the Dytiscus beetle, with 
the head of,a Hydrophilus, lived to 
lose its yellow. stripe and soft brown 
curface to become the dull black of 
the ‘Hydrophitus ! . 

ven more startling were the re." 
sults obtained by imposing upon a 
female insect the head of ao. male, 
and vice vendo, The female head 
determined the sex activities of the 
_tiny creature, the female with the 
artificially acquired malo head went 
ferth gaily to seck_its gs love. 
The male, in liké case, became 
passive, and exhibited the charac- 
teristic behaviour of ‘ths female.
